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It.is the Law thatdath inticle the'King:to the Allepeance and 
ſervice of his people, it intitles the people to the proteRtion 
and juſtice of the King, 1t 15 God alone who ſubſiſts by him- 
ſelfe, all other things ſubſiſt.in a mutualldependence and rela- 
tion, Hce was a wiſe man that ſaid;. that the King ſubſied-by 
the field that is rilled : It 15 the labour of the xg 
ports the Crowne : It you take away the protection of the 
King, the c_ and cheerefulneſſe of Allegeance will be taken 
away though the Obligation remaine. 


The Law is the Boundary, the Meaſure berwixt the Kings 
ve, and the peoples Liberty : Whiles theſe move in 
their owne Orbe, nds ener; Ar manay 
ther; The Prerogative 2 cover and defence to the Liberty: of 
the- people, and the people by their Li are enabled to be 
a foundation to the Prerogative ; but it theſe bounds be ſo re- 
moved, that they enter mto conteſtation and':conflict, 'one of 
theſe miſchicfes muſt needs enſue : 1f the Prerogative' of the 
King overwhelme the Liberty of the people, it will be curned 
into Tyranny; if Liberty undermine the Prerogative,it will grow: 
into Anarchy, 


The Law is the fafegard, the cuſtody of all privats intereſt : 
Your Honours, your Lives, your Liberties and eſtates arc all in 
the keeping of the Law ; without this ,every man hath a like right 
ro any thing, and this is the condition into which the Iriſh-were. 
brought by the Earle of Strafford : And the reaſon which hee 
gave forit, hath-more miſchiefe in it than the thing ie ſelfe, 
They were a Conquered Nation. There cannot- be a word more 

& fruitfull in Treaſon,than that word-is: There are few 
Nbonstia the-world that bave not bin cOMTIONS and no doubt 
bur the Conqueror may give what Lawes he pleaſe to thoſe that 
are conquered : But if the ſucceeding Padts and A doe

The ſecond Conſideration is this : This Arbitrary power is 
dangerous to 7s. oe and dangerous ts his Crowne ;

both theſe have beene,and in reaſon muſt ever be cauſes of greac 
trouble and alteration to Princes and States. 

Ifthe Hiſtories of thoſe Eaſterne Countries be peruſed, where 
Princes order their affaires according ro the milchievaus prin- 

tples ofthe E. of Strafford , looſe and abfolved from all Rules 

Government, they will be found to be frequent in com- 
buſtzons, full of Maſſacres , and of the tragicallends of Princes. 
Tfany man thall looke into our owne Stones, in the times when 
the Lawes were moſt negleed , hee ſhall finde them full of 
Commotions,of Civill diſtempers ; whereby the Kings that then 
reigned , were alwayes kept in. want and diſtrefſe ; the people 
conſumed: with Civill wars : and: by fuch wicked counſels as 
theſe ,- ſome of our Princes have beene brought to ſuch. miler- 
able ends,as no honeſt heart can remember without horrour and 
earneſt Prayer,that it may never be ſoagaine,
